N.Y.’s Problem: People 
"Of Course, It Moy Take a Little Time!" 


New Y ork is finding it isn't simple to 
applv the techniques that -led to a suc­ 
cessful moon landing to the prob le m s of 


a city. 


F or m ore than a ye a r New York- has 
em ployed a firm of operations a na lysts 
which has called 
011 som e of the m ost 
sophisticated technical m en 'in defense 


and space. 


D espite the skill of the men. the r e ­ 
sults have been som e w h a t disappointing 
both to the specialists and to the city. 


In a nutshell, the difficulty is people. 


As a h a r a s s e d deputy city a dm ini s ­ 


t ra tor in New York put it: 


' ‘Getting to the moon w as relatively 
easy. . . . The decision about a landing 
site was b a se d entirely 
011 technical con­ 
sideration: the public did not c a re w h e re 
the a str ona uts set down. H owever, the 
public c a re s a g r e a t deal about w h e re a 
city dum p is located or w h e re a s e w a g e 
t r e a tm e nt plant is construc te d. . . . The 


technical c onsiderations produced by op­ 
erations r e s e a r c h play only a m inor role 
in such decisions.’’ 


Shifts in Apollo w ere solved norm a lly 
without re org a niz ating the spa c e b ur e a u­ 
cracy. But New 
York has found th a t 
change in a city usually m e a ns c h a ng ing 
the organizational relationships and re la ­ 
tive power of people . . . to which there 
is a great deal of resistance. (The ope r a ­ 
tions 
analyst 
usually considers 
im ple ­ 


m entation to be outside his sph ere.) 
Decisions on how best to get to the 
moon were frequently quite involved. But 
in the end. the a r g um e nt s boiled dowu 
to two or m ore alte rna tive s (w h e th e r to 
go to the moon by way of an e a r th - c ir c l­ 
ing platform or directly to moon orbit, 


then descend). The a r g um e nt s involved 
a relatively sm all num b e r of technically 
trained m en.

By contrast, N ew York officials re port 


that city de c ision-m a k ing r a r e l y consists 
>f " a neat, crisp, b i na r y se le c tion.” B a t h ­ 
er. it is usually, a “ va g ue , prolonged, 
diffuse and pluralistic pr oc e s s . ” T h e r e ­ 
fore. if a decision is e ve r to c om e from 
an ana lytic study, the te c h nic ia n m us t 
b e c om e “ an active force push ing for r e s ­ 
olution along an unm a r k e d f r ont” — a 
decidedly unc om forta b le role. 
It is re latively easy, th roug h m a t h e ­ 
m a tical 
th e ory and la b or a t or y e xpe r i ­ 
ments. to tell what a spa c e vehicle will 
do unde r va r ying situations (within c e r ­ 
tain m a r g i ns of e r r or ) . But as New Y ork

“ L ook ,” s a ys one N ew Y ork City offi­ 
cial. “ at the e l a b or a t e b ur e a uc r a t i c sys­ 
tem of c h e c k s and b a l a nc e s designed to 
assure fair value in the c i t y’s pur c h a se s. 
The proc e dure s w e re c ons tr uc te d to pro­ 


tect a g a inst g ra ft a nd c orruption w h e n 
contracting. H ow ever, the c onse q ue nc e is 
an inordinately long de la y in se c uring 
bids and pa ying bills, with the result th a t 
m a ny potential vendors refuse to do b usi­ 
ness with the city, and those who do h a ve 
to c h a r g e h ig h e r prices in or de r to m a k e 
up for the additional expe nse . T hus, a 
stra te g y de sig ne d to im pr ove c om petition 
and re duc e the cost of goods has the pe r ­ 


verse effect of re duc ing com pe tition and 
inc re a sing the cost of g oods.”

and later dissolv ed and a sec­ 
ond commission established 23 
months later.

Dramatic Changes at DSS 
During the Last 10 Years 


By ROBERT H. NELLIS 
Dixon State School celebrated 
Its 50th year during the 1960s, 
an although it was known as 
Dixon State Hospital until the 
late 1950s when its name was 
changed, like many other or­ 
ganizations the greatest 10-year 
changes 
occurred 
during 
the 
decade just closed. 
Dramatic changes were evi­ 
denced at DSS during the ’60s 
in resident population, number 
of employes, new' building, and 
new concepts in care and treat­ 
ment of residents were imple­ 
mented. 
Professionals in the field of 
mental retardation might have 
the expertise to evaluate these 
changes in order of priority of 
importance, 
but 
lacking such 
knowledge, we will simply note 
the changes. 
In 1960. there were more than 
4.400 residents at DSS and today 
there are less than 3.600 persons 
institutionalized there. 
In 1960, DSS had 1.000 em­ 


ployes and today more than 
2,400 persons are DSS employes, 
including more than 350 part- 
time workers. 
During the 1960s, as benefi­ 
ciary of the $195 million mental 
health bond issues which state­ 
wide voters approved in 1960, 
DSS had buildings and cottages 
renovated and modernized at a 
cost of $6.3 million; got a new 
kitchen and cafeteria facility for 
$2.5 million; a new’ hospital foi­ 
ls.5 million and additions to the 
laundry facility amounting to 
$190.000. 
The state school is located on 
500 acres, which have a valua­ 
tion of 1101,000. and own proper­ 
ty valued at almost $16 million. 
The institution currently oper­ 
ates on an annual budget of 
more than $15.5 million, with 
salaries accounting for almost 
$10 million of the amount, and 
purchases from local concerns 
amounting to $2.3 million each 
year. 
The 
institution’s 
budget for 


the fiscal year to end in June, 
197 0, is $18.8 million, with sala­ 
ries accounting for $13.7 million 
of this amount, and purchases 
made 
from local 
firms 
will 
amount to about $2.5 million for 
the 12-month period. 
In addition to this, DSS resi­ 
dents will spend $201,235 of their 
own personaL«money in local 
stores during 
year. 
The 1960s saw a change in 
top administrators at DSS when 
David Edelson, who had prev­ 
iously worked at the institution, 
was transferred from East Mo­ 
line State Hospital and named 
superintendent to replace Dr. 
Verdamae 
McKee, 
who 
was

Anna 
State 
School as assistant superintend­ 
ent.

Personnel deployment at DSS 
was reorganized through institu­ 
tion of the so-called unit system, 
which is generally designed to 
maximize the usefulness of pro­ 
fessional employes through their 
supervision of other profession­ 
al, semi-professional and non­ 
professional employes. 


The DSS plan got approval 
of the state mental health de 
partment in 1965. 
Also during 
1965, the first 
Neighborhood Youth Corps in 
the nation in a mental retarded 
facility was 
organized 
and 
funded by a federal grant. 
Also during 1965, and stepping 
across federal department lines, 
DSS got a $300,000 grant from 
the Department of Health, Edu­ 
cation and Welfare to pay ad­ 
ministrative costs of stepping 
up the discharge of DSS resi­ 
dents to nursing and sheltered 
care 
homes 
throughout 
the 
state. 
A n o t h e r first-in-the-nation 
program was started at DSS 
when the Foster Grandparent 
program was initiated in Sep­ 
tember 1966, under a grant from 
the federal government. 
These and other programs, 
more employes, better facilities, 
and 
more 
money, 
permitted 
DSS to move toward a modem 
concept of institutionalizing only 
those who are so severely phys­ 
ically handicapped and mentally 
retarded, or so severely retard­ 
ed, as to not be able to care 
for themselves. 
The population at DSS will, in 
the 197 0s, become those who are 
older, having physical handi­ 
caps along with retardation, and 
the most severely mentally re­ 
tarded individuals.

Churches sometimes have un­ 
usual backgrounds and begin­ 
nings and St. Paul’s Lutheran 
Church in Dixon had an unusual 
beginning when, on a Sunday 
afternoon, Aug. 20, 1848, its or­ 
ganization took place in Bur­ 
kett’s barn, a couple of miles 
east of town. 


Worship services were held In 
Gravel Schoolhouse nearby for 
several 
years, 
and 
the 
first 
church building was built in 
1855 at Crawford and Fourth. 
Growth of the congregation cre­ 
ated need for a larger building 
by 1867 , which was built at Sec­ 
ond and Hennepin. This building 
was remodeled and enlarged in 
1898. 


By 1945 the membership had 
exceeded 500 and it was evident 
this 
old 
building was inade­ 
quate. Before the end of that 
year a building committee was 
appointed and plans begun for 
the raising of funds and secur­ 
ing a new site. A 12-member 
committee worked for several 
years raising funds, and ob­ 
tained the new site at Fifth St. 
and Peoria Ave. 
The new building was com­ 
pleted early in 1953, providing 
a worship sanctuary seating 600 
and an educational wing to ac­ 
commodate the Sunday School 
of over 400. The new building 
was not dedicated until April 
25, 1954, after the new pipe or­ 
gan had been installed. 
In May of 1955 the congrega­ 
tion was host to the annual 
meeting of the Illinois Synod of 
the United Lutheran Church in 
America. This was the last occa­ 
sion for any one congregation 
to attempt this responsibility. 
Since then the hosting has 
been done by a conference or 
district, and business sessions 
held in a central hotel or audi­ 
torium. 
During the first 71 years, 16 
pastors served the congregation, 
with the terms of service rang­ 
ing from V/2 to nine years. 


Following this period Dr. F. 
D. 
Altman served 
nearly 
10 
years. Dr. Lloyd Walter then 
served nearly 25 years, but died 
just about two months short of 
the quarter of a century. In 
February 1945 the Rev. George 
J. 
Curran began his 23-year 
ministry as the 18th pastor of 
the congregation, which cele­ 
brated its 100th anniversary in 
1948. 
The congregation had a long 
history of seeking to fulfill its 
true obligation to its community 
and also to the work of the 
church at large. This spirit did 
not diminish as the congrega­ 
tion entered into the second 
century 
of Christian 
service. 
During the building of their new 
church, 
they 
continued 
their 
support of the benevolent re­ 
sponsibilities to the 
work 
of 
God’s kingdom through church 
extension in our own land and 
in the support of the church 
in other lands. 


The indebtedness on the new 
church building was paid off 
during the year 1960 and addi­ 
tional property was bought to 
provide an extended parking lot. 
In 1962 another additional prop­ 
erty 
was 
bought 
to 
provide 
room 
for 
additional 
Sunday 
School and educational activi­ 
ties and living quarters for the 
assistant pastor. 
During these times of expand­ 
ing activities for herself, the 
congregation assumed in full, 
not only its assigned benevolent 
quotas for extension of the mis­ 
sion of the church at large, but 
assumed 
advance 
benevolent 
apportionments to the church at 
large, year by year. 
By 1960 the communing mem­ 
bership of the church had in­ 
creased to more than 800 and 
the Sunday School to about 450, 
and the youth activities of the

congregation 
expanded 
along 
with the leadership of voufhful 
assistant pastors and pastoral 
teamwork. The youth reached 
out into church camp activities 
and special youth service activi­ 
ties in summer work projects 
and youth ministries. 
During 
the last couple of years, youth 
of the congregation served in 
youth summer work camps, in 
the “ Inner City” and in "Social 
Ministry” institutions of the Lu­ 
theran Church, in more than a 
half dozen states. 


During this decade the com­ 
muning 
membership 
of 
the 
church reached 1,000 persons. 
Much credit for this achieve­ 
ment is due to the growing 
sense of responsibility on the 
part of the congregation for 
community 
outreach, 
through 
visiting committees and social 
ministry committees, extending 
the fellowship and the responsi­ 
bility of the congregation into 
the community 
The influence 
of a church is no stronger than 


the social and spiritual Impact 
of a people, sharing responsibil­ 
ity with pastors, to serve God 
and their community for bless­ 
ing and enrichment. 
This has been the type of pro­ 
gram

Lutheran 
Church has been developing, es­ 
pecially 
in 
the 
last 
decade. 
There seems to be a continuity, 
through pastoral leadership and 
the growing sense of responsi­ 
bility in the increasing member­ 
ship, to “ onward march — with 
the cross of Jesus going on be­ 
fore.” 
The 
present 
senior 
pastor, 
William Swarbrick, began his 
ministry Aug. 1, 1968. 
Asst. Pastor Judson Soder- 
gren, who served the congrega­ 
tion five years, has recently 
been succeeded by Pastor Rob­ 
ert Wurtz. His role as minister 
of music and youth indicates 
the church’s continuing empha­ 
sis on youth and its endeavor 
to have worship services of a 
high level of inspiration. 
At the same time the elderly 
and shut-in have the special 
ministry of a part-time visita­ 
tion pastor, LeRoy Weihe, who 
was recently added to the staff. 
A full-time secretary and a 
full-time janitor (the position 
became full-time only this year) 
round 
out 
the 
staff 
of 
the 
church. 
The hope of St Paul Lutheran 
Church for the future is that 
anyone — regardless of age, 
health, wealth, race or other 
circumstance — will find the 
congregation a communion of 
saints (fellowship of true believ­ 
ers in Christ) gathered in large 
number around the Word of God 
and the sacraments and there 
finding answers and strength 
for their lives so that they in 
turn may serve others to God’s 
glory.

We don’t hea r or ta lk much 
a bout Dutch Elm disea se or elm 
trees a nd we’ve sort of gotten 
used to being deforested a s the 
19 60s left us.
